When 
he left his home he went to Chicago and

the many cases ho had pending in the 
justice and circuit court, lie said there 
was nothing the mailer with him and it 
made no dilt'crencc if a hundred judges 
or courts declared him insane, it would 
not be so, but that Uod was with him 
and would look after him, lie said that 
two of his enemies had threatened to end 
his life, that the people who were at- 
tempting to send him :o the asylum were 
anarchists and would deal with him as 
President .McKinley was dealt with did 
they dare do it, but'they dare not.

He 
sn'id that no one could describe how that 
application to examine into his metal 
condition had injured him.

by .Dr. Geouge 1">. Barney, of Brooklyn. 
Tho solution of bovine tuberculosis bacil- 
li was injected on each side of the wo- 
man's neck just above tin; clevicle, tlrt;

government revenues will 


stop. When the war tax reduction bill 
was passed last winter it was estimated 
it would cut -the revenues from $40,000,- 
000 to $14,000,000 a year. During the 
quarter ending t^pt. 30, according to fig- 
ures prepared Lucliiy at the internal rev- 
enue olliec, the net reduction compared 
wrth the same quarter of 1900 was only 
$9,000,000. This would indicate a net 
reduction for the year of iji.'itJ.OOO.OOO, 
but the commissioner of internal revcn 
uc estimates that the country is produc- 
ing and consuming so much beer, whis- 
key, tobacco, cigars, etc., that the net re- 
duction of internal revenue for the fiscal 
year will amount to only five or six mil- 
lions. In Europe the troubles of the 
legislators arise from the tendency of 
revenues to fall far below all estimates.

Thomas J. Eyau, superintendent of the

GDNA SUCCESS 


Tests Demonstrate Government Has 


Obtained a Destructive Weapon, 


CAN SINK WARSHIP 


THREE MILES DISTANT 


Absolute PrecUion of Explosion of Shells 


on Impact Attained—Has Accurate 


Aim ami'Rapidity of Fire Can- 


not be Excelled, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 'IK—Highly suc- 


cessful tests of a new dynamite gun of 
destructive powers in excess 
of any 


weapon hitherto des gned have just been 
privately conducted by a special board 
of officers of the bureau of ordnance of 
the United States army, at Fisher's Is- 
land. The government.-has. for several 
years been engaged in the erection on 
Fisher's Island of fortifications ou a col- 
Jossal scale, intended to .make the east- 
ern entrance to the.sound impregnable 
to naval attack and secure the safety of 
all citizens along the sound from New 
London to New York. In this system of 
defense the new dynamite gun, which' is 
mounted so as to cover thn channel be- 
tween Fisher's Island and Plum Island, 
on which heavy batteries also have boon 
erect, is 
expected to play 
an impor- 


tant part. The utmost secrecy has been 
enforced by the government relative to 
the works on-Fisher's Island antl the 
government has not mnclc public these 
tests. 


The gun. which was built in Scranton, 


Pa., was recently installed in a battery 
at the western end of the island.1 It is 
of the same pneumatic type as the guns 
of the batteries 
now 
in 
position at 


Sandy Hook and San Francisco, being 
forty feet long, with a calibre of 15 in- 
ches, but embodies many new features, 
including rapidity of action and accur- 
acy of fire. A new type of fuse also 
has been supplied which assures absolute 
precision of explosion to the shells both 
on impact and by delay action. The 
tests wore made before a board consist- 
ng of Majors McNutt and Birncy of the 
1 uroau of ordnance and many artillery 
officers from the forts in the vicinity. 


With the full" calibre projectile the 


gun proved its ability to hurl 500 pounds 
of nitro-gelatin, said to be sufficient to 
annihilate any battleship afloat, a dis- 
tance of about 3,000 yards, -with a de- 
gree of accuracy not excelled by the lat- 
est types of heavy rifled ordnance-. Two 
days were devoted to the tests. The 
first shot hurled a six inch shell, carry- 
ing ~)0 pounds of explosive! a distance of 
f>,763 yards, bursting on impact with the 
water and sending a column of water 
300 foet into the air. 


With a ten inch shell, carrying 200 


pounds of explosive, the extreme range 
was found to be'5.4«0 yards, the sholl ex- 
ploding under water with the desired de- 
lav action of two seconds. . 


In the test for accuracy five eight inch 


shells were dropped 
at 
the respective 


ranges of 5,043, 5,035, 5.020. 5,040, antl 
4.070 yards, all of which would have tak- 
en effect, assuming that the target had 
been a battleship about 
three, miles 


away, or about double the distance 'of 
2,500 yards, now generally accepted as 
the limit of practical fighting range. 


In the test for rapidity of fire five full 


calibre shells, weighing 1,185 pounds, or 
move than half a ton each, were dis- 


^ 


c•!l:tl•ged in eleven minutes and 55 seconds 
almost bringing the weapon within the 
t!.i*s of rapid fire pieces. The tost for 
endurance called for the firing within 
t\\xi hours of 25 "air shots" or what in 
an ordinary «un would be called blank 
cartridges, but no difficulty was exper- 
ienced in firing forty shots in that time, 
without any appreciable loss of pressure 
in the. storage reservoir, the air pressure 
in the gun remaining uniform at each 
shot at 1,000 pounds.

ATT'Y. WEISMANN IN CITY 


Although Adjudged Insane, He At- 


tends Racine Courts, and De- 


fies Officers to Arrest Hm. 


Attorney Henry . "Weismann, formerly 


of Union Grove, now of Brighton, Keno- 
slia county, was in the city today, at- 
tending both the 
justice 
and circuit 


courts. .Mr. Weismann, when questioned 
in regard to Judge SIosson,.of the Keno- 
sha. county court having adjudged him 
insane, and that lie had run away, said 
that he did not'even know that he had 
been dec-hired insane. Ho further said 
that he was not afraid of the sheriff of 
Kenosha couul.y and that officer dared 
not take him into custody. 


Mr. Woismann further said .that he 


had not been at Burlington, Wis. When 
he left his home he went to Chicago and 
was'there throe^days preparing a number 
of cases for the supreme court; that lie 
spent one day in Union Grove and then 
went to his farm in Keiiosha county and 
came to Racine this morning to nttend'to 
the many cases lie had pending in the 
justice and circuit court. He said there 
was nothing the matter with him .and ii; 
made no dJU'erencc if a hundred judges 
or courts declared him insane, it would 
not be so, but that God was with him 
and would look after him. He said that 
two of his enemies had threatened to end 
his life, that the people who were at- 
tempting to send him to the asylum were 
anarchists and would deal with him as 
President MeKinley was dealt with did 
they dare do it, but they dare not. Their 
object was to take away his property, 
his liberty and ruin his practice. He 
said that no one could describe how that 
application to examine into his metal 
condition had injured him. No matter 
where he went people looked at him as 
if they really thought he was insane. He 
said that his tifne would come later and 
that justice will be done. 


3Ir. Weismann is mixed up in a dozen 


different suits. Several are being ap- 
pealed from the justice court. When the 
justice was reminded this morning that 
Mr. Weismann was legally debarred from 
practice, he said that he had not been 
notified of that fact and all he knew was 
what newspapers had said and would not 
bar him from his rights until officially 
notified.

Buying and consuming so much of every- 
thing, that there is no telling where the 
incnease of government revenues will 
stop. When the war tax reduction bill 
was passed last winter it was estimated 
t would cut the revenues from $40,000,- 
000 to $44,000,000 a year. During the 
quarter ending Sept. 30, according to fig- 
ures prepared today at the Snturnal rev- 
enue office, the net reduction compared 
\vrth the same quarter of 1900 was only 
$9,000,000. This would indicate a net 
reduction for the year of $30,000,000, 
but the commissioner of internal reven- 
ue estimates that the country is produc- 
ing and consuming so much beer, whis- 
key, tobacco, cigars, etc., that the net re- 
duction of internal revenue for the fiscal 
year will amount to only five or six mil- 
lions.

Supt. HurveyThiiiku tlio Stnte Text Book 


System' of Some State* Bail. 


State -Superintendent of Schools L. I. 


Harvey arrived in Milwaukee -last night 
from the state' of Washington, where he 
has been looking into the- methods of 
teachers' institute for the past two 
weeks, and he doesn't like them at all. 
He found 
many Wisconsin 
teachers 


there. He found 
the average teacher 


and the average teacher's salary above 
those in Wisconsin; but the system and 
general results far below Wisconsin's 
standard.% In fact, he said, the Seattle 
Times editorially suggested; after one of 
his talks 'before an institute, that it 
would be' well for Washington if it 
would discard its present system and 
adopt that used in Wisconsin. 


Superintendent Harvey • 
found two 


things which struck him forcibly, outside 
of the 
institute work. One was the 


state's control of text books., which he 
condemns, under the system 
employed 


there. The.' other was the 
supervision 


of all schools, city and district, by tho 
county superintendent, something he is 
not so violently opposed to. - Tho con- 
trol,'he said, was limited, however, to 
only the examination of superintendents 
for teachers' certificates! . The system 
was in a way like the bill before the 
legislature he was interested in provid- 
ing for the control of certain 
depart- 


ments for all teachers in the counties of 
the state. 


WISCONSIN SYSTEM SUPERIOR. 
"The more I say," he said, "the more 


confirmed I became in my opinion that 
the whole school system in Wisconsin 
was far superior to theirs. I 
attended 


institutes in King county,' where they 
have 750 teachers and the city of Seat- 
tle included, Skagit and Whatcom coun- 
ties. In Washington the institutes are 
for one week and consist of lectures. 
The teachers are compelled by' law to 
attend, and aro paid for their time. If 
the institute were longer the public 
would object. Our institutes are three 
or four weeks, and there is discussion 
and.regular work laid out. 


"But they, have a fine lot of teachers. 


In Seattle I found fully seventy-five 
teachers from Wisconsin, and as many 
more in the other counties. They pay 
them from $60 to $70 a month there, 
where we 
pay from $30 to $40 here. 


But they get their pick from the East 
and they pay for them. O'ne county 
superintendent said that last week he 
sent- to two of his districts one man 
who has been superintendent oi schools 
in-a'city of 5,000 people . and one' 
man 


recently a graduate of on -Eastern uni- 
versity. And the people tax themselves 
too. They spend all,kinds oimonjey on 
the schools. It would cause a ridjt here 


TEXT BOOK SCHEME. | 


"They have no library•• system there 


and the state control of text books is 


unfortunate. The result of the appro- 
priation for the ' purchase is- that all 
jooks must he under.a certain figure in 
cost, and the makers leave .out'portions 
of the matter that w,c get here. Some 
of their books are made by Jot'al people, 
and all are unsatisfactory.'' Of course if 
the best text books could be secured, 
the system would be better than ours, 
where the selection is left to the district 
iioards'. . They have a growing univer- 
sity -with 400 students in Seattle, and I 
think iii time the whole.school system 
ivill be worked into something excellent^ 
as the spirit is rife. 


"I saw nothing in the school work in 


Washington,1' Mr. Harvey summed up, 
r'that I thought I would like to adapt.to 
the system in force in Wisconsin."

Methodist pn.th^ Saturday ••preceding the' 
president's death 'published an article 
which he insinuated that the conduct of; 
the late president on the canteen ques- 
tio.n and concerning trusts had been such 
as to incite to anarchy, and that :the 
president's notion had been the cause of 
his. assassination. 
; 


There was some talk of violence at this 


time, but no steps were taken* In a 
letter to one of the local papers, the Rev. 
Mr. Hartzell criticized. Dr. Swallow's con- 
duct and this'.-, brought-forth .-an answer 
from 
him in which he made twelve 


charges against Mr. Hartzell. 


, His fellow ministers laid before the 
presiding elder the accusation against 
,Dr. Swallow of lying, with the result 
that a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate. .The .most bitter feeling hai 
characterized the fight between the two 
men,;with the result that charges both 
remarkable and surprising were brought 
on both sides.

When the sum total of our foreign 


• i commerce is given, some hastily jump to 


the conclusion \ve taritY too much, as it 
•were, and that we should let down the 
bare more to encourage trade, if we ex- 
pect to be in the business of selling to 
foreigners in the years to 
come. But 


•what these people do riot know -or else 
do not remember 'is that the country 
does not by any means even collect du- 
ties on a half of our imports. Thus, for 
the fiscal year of 1900 the total imports 
were $849,041,184, 
but 
of -this large 


amount $482,704,319 came in entirely 
free of duties, the 
amount of dutiable 


imports being but $3G7,23G,86G. Thus it, 
will bo. seen we by no means place duties 
upon the -com me fee of other countries to 
an excessive point, but the genius of the 
lUoKinleys and Dinglcys did place duties 
upon foreign products that came more 
in competition with the products of our 
own country. The aim was to let in 
free as possible all foreign goods that 
•were not produced in this country, cx- 


''> cept articles more of luxury, and raw 


materials needed in our 
manufactures 


•we did not produce here. 


Under the bcneficient policy of protec- 


tion fashioned in an 
intelligent foriri 


many industries have been built up in 
this country. Carpet-making, tiii plate 
manufacture, silk products, are instan- 
ces of industries especially, of which not 
a pound or a yard were produced a gen- 
eration ago. In 
other 
manufacturing 


lines vast interests have been built up 
that under the, policy proposed and 
in- 


sisted upon by the free traders and tar- 
iir reformers would have been impossi- 


ble, 
but it is pretended now that 
they 


have -been built up, no tariff is further 
needed /ind therefore should be taken 


off. 
The trouble with this is, the mo- 


ment protection is withdrawn, that mo- 
ment the European industries will enter 
without 
hindrance. 
Competition 
be- 


tween our industries and from abroad 
will inevitably result in cither of 
two 


ways. Either ours will so suffer, protec- 
tion will be restored, or else they will be 
fiinothered; the Second is that it may 
end in n combination that 
will merci- 


lessly reduce our people to a condition 
of mere serfdom. 


Hut, as usual, extremists do not. pro- 


}>use to use common sense. This is 
naturally the government exercising its 
police powers as do municipalities and 
clipping the 
wings of the aggressive 


trusts that are slowly but surely sap- 
ping the foundations of the republic. A 
little Moxieanizing 
as did the Mexico 


president the other day 
when 
a corn 


corner was on, would settle the evils 
complained of. Tf it deemed necessary, 
the Republican policy be carried out and 
reform the lines of tariff to be governed 
by existing conditions of the lime and 
of productions, this is fully provided for 
in, that 
the 
Republican party, by 


a plank in the 189C platform, distinctly 
declares the Republican party is pledged 
to no particular schedule, that the ques- 
tion of rates is a practical question to 
be governed by the conditions of the 
time and of production, but the ruling 
and uncompromising principle is the pro- 
tection of American labor and industry.

becomes time to let down the bars, just

through the means of' lower prices. 


If the trusts have advanced to the point 
which many beteive they have that it is 
become necessary for the government to 
interfere to protect the people, there are 
assuredly ways to get at that both in 
tariff and other ways without 
making 


those suffer with whom trusts have so 
seriously interfered with and. strangled 
in business competition. 


Honest protection- is one thing, 
for 


thin means the protection of the. Ameri- 
can people. Can our politicians be made 
to see this? Tariff meddling, by which 
combines are only - helped, is quite an- 
other.

the completion of the 


Panama route, and cost of work already 
done. The American people undoubted- 
ly prefer the Nicaragua route, first be- 
cause the -control will be less complicat- 
ed, and again because the cost will he 
less, and thirdly for'the reason the canal 
itself will be far more -of an 
American 


canal, it being materially nearer to our 
coast cities and much nearer in every 
respect for our own shipping. " 


There is no question as to the benefits 


of such a canal. The discussion has pro-

gua canal. It is the only possible.water 
route froni the east coast lines to the 
glowing western countries and our own 
western coast, and equally the direct 
line for our own western coasts and. the 
countries of the old world. 


Our products are needed 'everywhere. 


The products and manufactures of the 
North and the products and manufact- 
ures of the South, of the East and of the 
West will all find speedy outlet via 
the canal route. Every section 
of our 


broad Union is equally benefited and no 
one is possibly favored above another. 
As one tribute to the Nicaragua route 
says:

by 8,000 miles. Much of her fruit would 
also be forwarded by the same .route.

Oregon has 25,000 square5 miles of tim- 
ber land, and 
the canal would place, 


these forests 10,000 miles nearer the At- 
lantic. The manufacturers of the Atlan- 
tic and gulf states would have a water 
route that 
would bring them 10,000 


miles nearer China, Japan and the Pa- 
cific, islands: Much of 'this trad'e would 
continue to go across the^ continent by 
rail. But the more bulky goods must 
find a cheap water route.

•MAKING OUR'OWN SUGAR. 


It will be years before this country, 


with all the encouragement it can ex-' 
tend to its sugar beet industry will be 
able to produce all its own sxigar. Even 
with our colonies added it ia doubtful if 
•in years to come we will he really able to 
make all we need. But yet this is no 
reason we should not devote our'enerr 
gies and our abundant resources to en- 
courage this magnificent industry with 
so much promise. There is no field of 
production today offering the encourage- 
ment beet sugnr 
does. Both to the 


grower and the manufacturer it is prac- 
tically a virgin field, with this exception, 
that its possibilities arc known and the 
fact assured the industry is not only 
practical, but profitable. 


The United States consumes something 


over 2,000,000 tons per year of sugnr, 
For this we pay out $100,000,000. Of 
these millions of tons needed, we are 
able to produce but about 270,000 tons. 
Our colonies produce somewhere about 
460,000 tons, of which a certain amount 
is shipped to the home country. There 
are now forty-two beet sugar factories^ 
with their numbers being added to on an 
average of one a month, nnd the aero-,, 
age of beet for sugar purposes being 
largely added to right along. 


It is true not every locality is suitable 


for the sugar beet. But the area thai is 
perfectly, suitable is very large and u'pVrf 
it could easily be grown enough sugnr 
beets to satisfy another.- world. i;Tho 
department of agriculture.with that sig- 
nal ability it has displayed of late years 
neglects nothing that can add to ouv 
stock of information,, not only on the 
sugar beet but .upon every item that; 
can possibly be produced in this coun» 
try. From the secretary of agriculture 
can he obtained detailed information im- 
possible -to fr-ecure elsewhere and upon 
'request it.is always forthcoming. There 
is a large area in Wisconsin available for 
sugar beets, but it would be wise' for 
those contemplating this new departure 
to obtain needed information first, as it 


1 may prevent mistakes.

Care of Cut Glass,—Cut gins? 


should have the greatest possible care in 
handling. 
'A wooden tub 
should be 


used for washing, 
and the water in 


which it is Iceaved should never be too 
warm for the hands. The deeper the 
cutting, the more liable it is to be brok- 
en. Cut glass should*, never' be left upon 
stone or marble, and in rinsing the wa- 
ter should be of nearly the same tem- 
perature a,5 that used for the washing. 
It should always be drained' on a soft 
towel or cloth. Decanters and water- 
bottles often get discolored, but a soft 
cloth guided by a wire will generally re- 
move the sediment. When this is obsti- 
nate bits of paper with hot and strong 
soapsuds will do the work. Beans ^ are 
sometimes used instead-.of shot. Glass 
that is ornamented with gold should bo 
washed with castile or a good white 


soap—that is, a suds—and should he 
wiped as dry as possible. All fine glass 
should bo kept, in a closed cabinet and 
handled very little. A clamp place i.s 
not advisable for glass, especially that 
with gold decorations.—Wonmns' Home 
Companion .
